Two trace-landing cases were also reported: a 7 meters circular ring of 
burned grass was found at Lugo Vicentino (Vicenza) in early August, on thè 
same hill where two motorista had seen a white-bluish brightness in thè 


On thè. night of August 10, two men reported watching a red bright disc 
1ow-manoevering above a field near Fontana Rosa (Avellino), where a round 
area of yellow grass was discovered, 3 meters wide.
